FIRST SNOW TRAINS ARRIV- 
: ED SUNDAY 


Detroit News Hikers Club Prom- 
inent Among Revellers. 


A delayed winter sports season 
opened in real earnest Sunday 
when two “snow trains” from 
Detroit came rolling in and pour- 
ing out their long rows of color- 
fully clad passengers. As usual 
there was a crowd of happy 
people, all ready to let loose in 
winter frolic.
